In the first place the publie has 
very probably formed the wrong im- 
pression about Bartow’s road activ- 
ities—and in forming that impression 
a lesson of real value has been em- 
phasized. 

It is a big county. The key loca- 
tion it occupies gives to it a number 
of highways—all important. 

These highways cross in Cartersville 
at right and acute angles, or converge 
there. For instance, there are two 
highways to Rome, and thenée from 
Rome on to Chattanooga, Then there 
is the division of the Dixie to Dalton 
and thence on to Chattanooga. There 
is the Cherokee trail—an east-and- 
west road that ought to be on the state 
system, and will be. And many 
others! 

Fact is, Cartersville is a 3 to 
the great sections of northwest and 
north central Georgia, and in a meas- 
ure to much of northeast Georgia. 

* * * ™ 

Considering these facts in connec- 
tion with the topography of Bartow 
county—a beautiful _ hill-and-valley 
country in which road construction is 
almost as difficult and ag expensive as 
in the mountains proper—it is easy to 
understand how wholly unwarranted 
condemnations as to road-building 
progress could be made. 

The fact that at the present time 
there are an average of possibly 1,200 
cars—a majority of them from out of 
the state—passing over the Dixie high- 
way through Cartersville daily gives 
rise to the thought that one stretch of 
a mile or two of bad road, with sharp 
curves and dangerous erossings, may 
make at least some of these various 
motorists lose sight of the scores of 
miles of really good — indeed excellent 
chert roads that the county has re- 
cently built on its main lines.

I think it has made a mistake in its 
financial plan in that respect. It can 
be remedied with a bond issue, and I 
believe will be. 

But it cannot be said thet Bartow 
has been, or is now, slow or indiffer- 
ent to road-building. It has done as 
much road-construction Work of a per- 
manent nature during the past year or 
eighteen months as almost any county 
in the gtate—far more than some that 
have capitalized reputations for road 
enterprise. 

Now let’s see about it. In the city 
of Cartersville, which covers consider- 
able area, the paving contracts com- 
pleted and let will approximate five 
miles of asphalt. 

These streets are city links in the 
cross-state and cross-country high- 
ways. 

North of Cartersville, on the Dixie, 
a magnificent standard chert highway 
has been about completed to the coun- 
ty line—which is some considerable 
distance. It has been made permanent, 
complying with federal regulations, 
and the hard surface will go on when 
properly “settled.” 

The other highways to the north 
and west have been similarly built— 
all standard, and with chert surfaces 
today that make them excellent in all 
weather. 

They will be included in the per- 
manent paving program.

Where has the complaint arisen?

This road was built two or three 
years before the state highway de- 
partment was created under the ex- 
isting law and system. 

It was built entirely by Bartow 


. county, through the Allatona hills 
mountains“ they call them and not 


without reason—and took the place of 
an old road, abandoned now, that one 
with- 
out giving the county credit for hav- 
ing made a tremendous—almost mar- 
velous—improvement at the time. 

It is crooked, because it winds 
around the hills, which route cut out 
much filling and grading at the time. 
It has some dangerous surface cross- 
ings on it. 

This is the road—a part of the 
Dixie—that has brought much un- 
just criticism to Bartow because 
it was made without giving due 
thought to what it supplanted, or to 
the other magnificent road develop- 
ments to the north, or to the enor- 
mous road mileage in the county, or 
the costs that are peculiarly high by 
reason of the choppy topography. 

This the stretch of road that the 
state highway department says is now 
not generally fitted to hard surfac- 
ing, by reason of which it has sug- 
gested and made a new survey that 
will cut out two of the crossings, and 
many of the dangerous curves and 
bad grades. 


Knowing the people of Bartow as 
I do—and there is not a county in 
Georgia with greater national re- 
sources or better and more progres- 
sive people—I am confident a bond 
issue will soon be passed that will 
retire the county’s outstanding road 
scrip—which is entirely feasible—and 
that, with but little more carrying 
expense than at present, the county 
may be financially equipped to build 
to a standard and surface the new 
link south of Cartersville—retaining 
the present road for a relief to the

No state in the union so amply 
safeguards a county’s. credit and 
financial integrity, in the issuance 
of bonds, as does.Georgia. 

It is impossible to issue more than 
7 per cent of the taxable wealth. 

It applies to dosen munici- 
palities. 

It is a law that serves both as a 
check valve and a safety valve. 

No county need hesitate to issue 
bonds under such a law, if for per- 
manent internal improvements; and 
no county needing such improve- | 
ments and having no credit facili- 
ties can afford not to issue bonds 
for the purpose, when protected by 
such a law. 

It is foolish to issue bonds for 
temporary roads. They either blow 
away or wash away before the ma- 
turity of such bonds. A county do- 
ing such a foolish thing finds itself 
without roads but not without debt 
incorrectly incurred for something of 
which there is nothing. 

But it is necessary in any struc- 
ture to build the foundation first. 
Paved roads must be built on foun- 
dations, just as buildings are. There- 
fore it is not possible to shove a road 
from its grading to its concreting at 
one performance. 

The point is, bond to build per- 
manent roads only, and then begin— 
with the plan and the money—from 
the very foundation.

The lesson that I said had been 
impressed is that however strong the 
39 links in a 40-link chain may be 
the one remaining link that is weak 
condemns the whole.

There were some reasons for com- 
plaint, but less than the public was 
led to believe, considering the hun- 
dreds of cars passing there daily and 
some undoubtedly at dangerous rates 
of speed. At any rate the matter 
was quickly adjusted.

The capital of Syria lies practically 
in ruins after a 48-hour bombardment 
from the sky by the representatives 
of the protecting and mandatory 
power, the French republic. From 


an insignificant inland revolt, that of 
the Jebel-Druse tribe, the rebellion 
against the French has spread till the 
country is a seething mass of armed 
resistance from the hills of Lebanon 
to Aleppo. The British in Jerusalem 
are not only interested spectators, but 
they have already launched an em- 
phatic protest against the bombard- 
ment because no warning was given 
to the foreign section of the city’s 
population, of whom 2,000 were kill- 
ed. The Arab hinterland in the mean- 
time is stirring with new life. Ir- 
regular nomad sheiks from all over 
are riding to the aid of the Arabs in 
Syria, who have driven the French to 
such an act of desperation as the de- 
struction of the capital city. One 
ean hardly credit the news dispatches 
which tell of the French practice of 
displaying the heads of slain Arab 
warriors on the walls of Damascus. 
But when it is considered that the 
campaign so far has been one of sin- 
gular savagery, in which the Druses 
massacred every single French sol- 
dier of the inland citadels and block- 
houses, it becomes clear that the 
French in Syria are in desperate 
straits, actually facing a disaster with 
not a friend in sight. For neither 
Turkey, nor the Hedjaz, nor the in- 
dependent Arab, nor in fact Britan- 
nia has been looking with favor on 
the French occupation of Syria.

r. Kohlbrugge, who flourished a 
alf century ago, and to have listened 
to that heavy and ponderous material 
must have been an ordeal. As to the 
archbishop’s statement that the clergy 
are leaving it to the newspapers and 
novelists nowadays to guide public 
thought in the wider interests of mod- 
ern life, it should be taken into ac- 
count that the newspapers are served 
by specialists in each particular sub- 
ject. And that it would be ridiculous 
for one man to try and compete with 
a staff of specialists.

Georgia eR Vast Sums Yearly 
By Inadequate Corporation Laws 


Editor Constitution: Georgians have 
an opportunity to save an amount, 
which Governor Walker estimates at 
approximately a million annually, 
without in any way lessening the ef- 


ficiency of our public institutions or 
increasing the total expenditures of 
our people. 

This can be done by a few simple 
changes in the corporation laws o 
the state. The Georgia corporation 
laws largely are copied from the Eng- 
lish common law and are inadequate 
to meet the needs of business at this 
time. Once there were prejudices 
against corporations, but all now rec- 
ognize that the corporate agency is a 
necessary means of transacting many 
forms of business. We have our co- 
operative mark corporations 
through which, our agricultural and 
horticultural producers market, to 
their advantage, their respective ~om- 
modities. Many educational institu-

Last June Florida amended her 
laws and, because of the proximity 
of Florida to Georgia, lawyers are 
now using the corporation laws of 
Florida for incorporating Georgia bus- 
inesses. For each of these corpora- 
tions a minimum of $50 is charged; 
and a minimum annual fee of $10 is 
required. 

‘Why should Georgia not only re- 
tain such charges and fees for her 
citizens but get such charges and fees 
from other states, who may continue 
to lag behind in this respect? 

It Georgia had adequate corpora- 
tion laws, not only Georgia businesses 
would be incorporated in Georgia, but 
states other than Georgia would come 
to Georgia for the corporate char- 
ters, through which their businesses 
would operate. 

Why does Georgia not do this? It 
is difficult to find any reason for 
the failure of the last legislature to 
meet this situation. A bill was 
drawn, providing means by which 
roper corporate laws could be ob- 
tained for Georgia, and indorsed by 
the City club. Copies of this bill 
were sent to the governor, the speaker 
of the house, the president of the sen- 
ate and the representatives from Ful- 
ton county and from the senatorial

It is commonly known that the roots 
absorb the moisture and send it with 
the dissolved food therein up into the 
tree to the leaves. The leaves, the 
stomach of the tree, make these foods 
available for tree use and send them 
back down the tree through the cam- 
bium layer—that layer of wood just 
underneath the bark which forms 
wood on the inside and bark on the 
outside, and so out into the roots 


As the available moisture becomes 
less and less, the leaves that are far- 
thest from the ground begin to starve 
and eventually die. In many cases 
the whole ton of the tree loses its 
leaves. This does not necessarily 
mean that part of the tree has died, 
for it may be in temporary dormant 
condition with buds well-formed ready 
for spring. If, however, the limb has 
died, you can rest assured that a cor- 
responding portion of the root Bys-| 
tem of the tree has died. too. What- 
ever the seeming condition of the 
tree now, it must be remembered that 
it has had a mighty hard time this 
summer and needs all the encourage- 
ment it can possibly get to help it 
through the coming summer. 

The tree is to be then considered 
as a convalescent and treated accord- 
ingly. The best treatment consists 
of intelligent feeding combined with 
the trimming away of the branches 
that are really dead. 

A warning must here by sounded. 
Unskilled men will not know a dead 
branch from a live one and there is a

will ‘put out leaves this coming 
spring. Many trees will only be worth 
“drouth pruning.” Others, which may 
need tree surgery, May be in such con- 
dition as to stand it, but under no 
circumstances allow any tree surgery 
on a tree unless it has been thor- 
oughly examined by a competent man, 
pronounced healthy (except for the 
place needing treatment, of course), 
and unless it is fed. 

The feeding of trees can be done 
by your own man as well as by any- 
one else, provided he really under- 
stands what is to bé done and does 
it. The crowbar method of root 
treatment (feeding) is the simplest 
and results in no damage to the lawn 
or shrub areas. It must be under- 
stood, first, that the food roots of 
the tree are at the end of the roots 
and that the roots extend laterally 
in the soil about as far as the limbs 
extend in the air. The area to be 
fed, therefore, has the form of a sec- 
tion of a cylinder, the outer edge be- 
ing under the ends of the branches 
and the inner edge being from five to 
ten feed inside, depending on the size 
of the tree. 

The holes for the fertilizer are 
made with a crowbar and are about 
two feet apart, two inches in diam- 
eter and about eighteen inches deep. 
The area between the two circles 
should be filled with these holes. In 
the case of the smaller trees, there 
will be about three rows of holes 
around the tree and in the larger 
about six. These holes can now be 
filled with the fertilizer to within 
about two inches of the top and the 
holes plugged with good soil. This 
plug is to keep the fertilizers in the 
soil, as they are rather light, and 
when the hole becomes full of water 
the fertilizers oftimes come out on 
top. The food often used consists of 
equal parts of bone meal, dried blood 
and sheep manure. A garden trowel 
is a very good instrument with which 
to fill the holes. 

This work should be done this win- 
ter so that the rains may soak the 
fertilizer and have it ready for use 
of the rootlets in the spring. It has 
been found in practice that in a year 
or so these holes will become a solid 
mass of roots, showing that the roots 
will come to the food.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


EXCESSIVE GROWTH OF HAIR. 
Hypertrichosis, as we doctors call 
it—incidentally betraying at the out- 
set our limited knowledge of the na- 
ture of the disease—is in English ex- 
cessive growth of hair. Hypertricho- 
sis affecting the scalp seldom becomes 
a health problems, except in rare cases 
(rare nowadays), where Mrs. Gamp 
opines that the clipping of a girl's 
hair will somehow conserve her 
strength or help her to recover from 
some illness, a superstitution which 
uneducated people still take seri- 
ously. 
It is when the face, neck and chest, 
back, arms or legs present a visible 
growth of hair—and when the nor- 
mally invisible down of a woman’s 
skin takes on excessive growth; it is 
pretty sure to show nowadays—that 
hypertrichosis becomes a health prob- 
lem, primarily, and a beauty problem 
only secondarily. oe 
I repeat that we have no definite 
knowledge of the general or systemic 
causes of this excessive growth of 
hair, further than the observation 
that it is often associated with some 
duetless gland disturbance, particu- 
larly suprarenal gland deficiency and 
corpus luteum deficiency. There is no 
evidence, however, that any special 
treatment of the ductless glands or 
with ductless hormones has any in- 
fluence upon superfluous hair. Nei- 
ther is there any evidence that the 
use of any particular cosmetic cream 


or grease is likely to cause the down 


to take on heavier growth and become 
noticeable. We just do not know why 
superflous hair happens. 

The girl who discovers, on closely 
scrutinizing her complexion, that her 
skin is covered with fine down, is wise 
if she resists the movie mag invitation 
to “destroy” the hair. A great army 
of women who have had bitter experi- 
ence could assure her that it is far 
better to let well enough alone. 

Of course, there are various meth- 
ods which may be used to remove su- 
perfluous hair, but only two known 
ways which will destroy it so that it 
will not grow out again, and these two 
ways are by electrolysis (electric nee- 
dle) and roentgen (X-ray) treatment. 
The X-ray treatment is not safe 
enough for cosmetie purposes and is 
therefore employed by physicians only 
for the destruction of limited growth 
of hair, as in certain moles and some- 
times in patches of ringworm. 

There is a tremendous amount of 
chicanery and humbug perpetrated by 
self-styled beauty doctors, dermatolo- 
gists and the like, in the treatment 
of superfluous hair with electrolysis 
or some form of X-ray or both. The 
woman who seeks honest treatment 
will submit such a problem to the 
reputable physician or surgeon, who 
may not promise as much as the fak- 
ers do, but who will deliver the same 
standard of treatment which people 
generally receive from properly quali- 
fied doctors. If the number of hairs 
to be destroyed is very large, the prac- 
tical difficulties involved in the use of 
the electric needle make even moder- 
ate success impossible unless the pa- 
tient and the physician both have un- 
limited patience to persist in a pro- 
longed and tedious campaign. There 
is, however. little risk of scarring 
from electrolysis in the hands of the 
trained physician or surgeon, however 
unfortunate the victim of the blatant 
quack may be in this respect. 

Medieal skin specialists who have 
had experience in the use of X-ray for 
superflous hair conclude that, if the 
exposures are kept within safe limits 
the growth of hair is reduced in about 
half of the cases treated, and that the 
method should be used only in ex- 
treme cases and with the full under- 
standing that improvement is alto- 
gether uncertain if the exposures are 
kept within the bounds of safety. 


COTTON CROP REPORT 
SHOWS DETERIORATION 


New York, November 1.—The No- 
vember 1 cotton crop report of the 
Journal of Commerce shows an aver- 
age deterioration of 5.9 per cent for 


the belt as a whole during the month 
ending October 25. 

Deterioration is particularly heavy 
in Mississippi, Arkansas, Tennessee 
and Missouri. Elsewhere it is not 
great. In the east it is reported to 
be unusually light. Deterioration 
percentages refer apparently more to 
loss in grade than to lessened output. 

The crop is said to have been 78 
per cent picked on October 25. In 
this respect the situation is about the 
same as last year. With the heavy 
ginnings of this year to date, however, 
an exceptionally large crop is indi- 
cated. Mississippi is having diffi- 
culty in saving her large crop due 
to lack of an adequate supply of 
labor. A good deal of cotton is still 
in the fields in the northern parts of 
the central and western states of the 
belt. Here a good deal depends upon 
future weather. a 


Bandit Warfare 
Sweeping Syria, 


Refugees Report 


Jerusalem, November 1.— Guerilla 
warfare is sweeping through Syria and 
the French have lost control of 100 
miles of territory northward from Da- 
mascus to Homs, according to refu- 
gees from the stricken country. 

Six groups of guerillas have united 
under single leadership and have oc- 
cupied the towns of Duma, Demir, 
Katif, Jirood, Yabrood and Nabk, six-| 
teen additional villages and nine Be- 
douin tribes have joined the guerillas 
in the Damascus district. 

French bombardment of Syrian com- 
munities continued as late as last 
Wednesday when six villages were 
shelled. 

Panicky condition prevail in Damas- 
cus, whence an average of 4,000 for- 
eigners and women are fleeing daily. 

Many guerilla raids occur daily in 
rs e Harma and Hauran dis- 
riets.

POPULAR 


New York, November 1.-—()— 
Fandom paused on the crest of a 
seething football sea tonight to record 
new triumphs for pessimism as a 
factor of growing power. in shaping 
the season’s sport results, 

Time was when modesty, steeled to 
quiet courage, had been the lion on 
the field of play. That period began 
to pass out more than a decade ago, 
giving place to the athlete of out- 
spoken optimism with the advent of 
track, 
the frank Benny Kauff on the dia- 
mond, the positive young Vincent 
Richards at the net. ith them en- 
tered the ballyho of pugilism and a 
demand from the ‘growing athletics 
audience for the intimate, breezy in- 
terview. 

It remained for a cloudy coaching 
eountenance from Ithaca to frame a 
new order of things. For Gil Dobie 
has apparently ushered in an era of 
pessimism, and his spirit has spread 
with alarming rapidity and direful 
results in the last few weeks. 
Football accepted the frank pre- 
dictions of Dobie with grins. Gil 
could predict defeat for Cornell and 
be disbelieved with reason better than 
any coach in the game. For Dobie 
teams usually won, and won by such 
impressive margins that it would seem 
even the glum Ithaca coach himself 
must smile his way out of gloomy

London, November 1.—-The flood 
gate of Mongolia through which India 
has been invaded since the beginning 
of history has been propped shut, per- 
haps permanently closed, by a railroad 
which will begin regular operation 
Monday. The railroad runs through 
Khyber pass which pierces the Him- 
alaya mountains for a distance of 30 
mies in a gorge which barely is more 
than 150 yards wide and which nar- 
rows to about 10 feet at one point. 

Road Cost $10,000,000. 

The railroad is only 26 1-2 miles 
long but five years of tremendous ef- 
fort and $10,000,000 have been re- 
quired to complete it. It links the 
northwest frontier of British India 
with the Afghanistan plains and passes ! 
through the Afridi’ Pathan country}. 
among the peaks. The tremendous 
military significance of the railway 
may be estimated by the fact that the 
British consider it to provide the miss- 
ing link in the chain of British pro- 
tection for India’s 320,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, 

Sir Charles Innes, a member of the 
council of India, will preside at the 
inaugural ceremonies at Jamrud, the 
British fort on the frontier.’

THE OFFICE GIRL. 

The office girl has a beauty problem 
quite different from that of her stay- 
at-home sister. She must look com- 
petent, attractive and rested or she is 
not a success. Tired eyes and a hag- 
gard face reflect on the firm she works 
for and unjustly count against the 
girl herself, for she gives the impres- 
sion of being unable to do her work. 
Therefore I think that almost any 


means are legitimate that will make 
her look” attractive during business 
hours. 

The business girl must be well 
dressed. That is very nearly the most 
important rule. If she is not nicely 
dressed she does not look successful, 
and good grooming is absolutely neces- 
sary ia business. Now the cheapest 
way of looking well dressed is to wear 
a plain tailored suit, so whatever 
dress allowance the business girl has 
should go toward the purchasing of a 
good quality suit, a plain becoming 
hat, good gloves and good shoes.

Her hands 
must be immaculate, which is difficult 
in an office, but she must pay particu- | ¢ 
lar attention to her finger nails so 
that they will look nice when she’s 
working.

Washington Sees 
Satistactory End 
In Chinese Parley 


Washington, November 1.—(#)— 
With the Pekin customs conference 
safely through its first week and 


showing no signs of a break, Wash- 


ington officials are generally hopeful 
of the outcome, provided the new 
Chinese civil war does not interfere. 

Great significance is attached here 
to the fact that the American, Brit- 
ish and Japanese groups were fully 
prepared to enlarge the scope of the 
discussions as outlined by the Wash- 
ington conference resolution under 
which they are being conducted to the 
extent of considering the tariff au- 
tonomy question when it was raised 
by the Chinese. 

Reports Made Public.

posal came up but since that time, 
committee No. 1 to which this sub- 
ject was referred, has held one meet- 
ing and will convene again Tuesday, 
making it clear that nothing of a na- 
ture to indicate a breaking off of the 
discussion developed.

Plan Requires Time. 

A feeling that considerable time 
must pass before a central authority 
ean be built up in China sufficiently 
strong to justify surrender by the pow- 
ers of their existing treaty rights as 
to tariffs was expressed by Chairman 
Hicki of the Japanese delegation in 
his opening statement a week ago. 
He insisted that China herself did 
not contemplate any immediate action 
to that end, and submitted proposals 
for ad interim tariff agreements 
which went to committee No. 2 on 
“progressional measures to be taxen 
during the interim period pending 
restoring of full autonomy.” 

Ready for Diseussio 

Expressing the readiness of his 
group to discuss the matter i the 
friendliest way,“ the Japanese spokes- 
man told the Chinese delegates that 
“inauguration of a regime of tariff 
autonomy in China implies the ex- 
istence of an adequately strong and 
unified government and. presupposes 
a complete removal of all restrictions 
which might impede the intercourse of 
trade between China and the other 
powers.” He added that the “growth 
, of nationalism so manifestly assert- 
in China was an indication 


in accomplishing reforms toward 
these ends, as much desirable for their 
own welfare as for the common good 
of all nations.” 

The British chairman's declaration 
of readiness to discuss autonomy “at 
this conference, or if that can not be 
arranged, at a later date,” also was 
coupled with the stipulation that es- 
tablishment of a union, independent 
orderly and prosperous in China 
was essential and lay in the hands 
of the Chinese themselves. His at- 
titude foreshadowed rejection of any 
suggestion that autonomy could be 
granted within three years, short of 
unimaginable strides toward a ae

and the other, a narrow one of which 
Jesus said, I am the way.’ Two 
words, the original two between which 
man had to deeide in the garden of 
Eden God's and Satan’s. Two works, 
those of the flesh and those of the 
spirit. Two worlds, heaven or hell. 
The choice, of all of these must be 
made now.’

Seen as Solution 


Of Rum Problem 


Chicago, November 1.—(/)—Schools 
and churches, thraugh moral educa- 
tion, must ultimately take the respon- 
sibility for destroying alcoholism, Dr. 
F. Ernest Johnson, research. and edu- 
eation secretary of ‘he Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ, before the 
Chicago Forum council today, gave 
this as the “inescapable* conclusion” a 
study by the council, the recent pub- 
lished report of which aroused wide- 
spread debate. 

Dr. Johnson declared himself per- 
sonally “100 per cent for prohibition.” 

“Until there has been an adequate, 


honest, and sustained endeavor on the h 


part of the government to demonstrate 
the * of prohibition as a national 
policy,” he added, all talk of ‘liber- 
alizing’ the Volstead act should fall 
on deaf ears.’ 

The study of the council was made, 
the speaker said. to aid the chnrches 
to combat the illicit liquor traffic and 
“to remove what seemed to be a grow- 
ing confusion in the public mind as 
to the effectiveness of the prohibi- 
tion regime. a 

“There is some reason to believe 
that · the reaction against prohibition 
has reached its climax. The fall in 
the alcoholic death-rate, whic. is just 
‘appearing in the census figures for 
1924, points in this direction. But 
until this unfavorable trend is defi- 
nitely overcome all along the line, no 
friend of prohibition can afford to be 
complacent about the situation.”

PLEASES THOMASVILLE 


Thomasville, Ga., November 1.— 
(Special.)—The official announce- 
ment of the building of the Perry ex- 
tension of the Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
road, sent out from New Tex, was 
received with great interest and en- 
thusiasm here as it it believed that 
Thomasville will receive great benefit 
from it. 

It has been rumored here for some 
time that the road would be built at 
an early date and the fact that a 
corps of engineers from the Atlantic 
Coast Line have been making a re- 
survey of the route from Thomasville 
to Monticello, Fla., and on to Perry 
served to confirm these rumors. 

This route was surveyed’ several 
years ago and right-of-way and loca- 
tion for a station obtained in Monti- 
cello, but owing to various circum- 
stances the building of the road was 
postponed, though it has always been 
en that it would eventually be 

uilt. 

Thomasville as a distributing center 
kor the road, will of course be of much 
importance. The route from Tampa to 
the west via Montgomery will go over 
the western branch of the road from 
here and the route via Albany and 
Atlanta will go over the Thomasville- 
Albany branch. Only a part of the 
present line from Thomasville to Mon- 
ticello will be used, as the grades going 
into Monticello are very heavy over 
the present route and the new routing 
of the road will be on the opposite 
side of the town from the present one, 
where the grades are much lighter. 

This route will open up a fine sec- 
tion of country and is believed to mean 
great things for both Thomasville and 
this part of south Georgia.
